: Bill To Control Rabies 
In State Introduced 

FRANKFORT, Ky.. Jan. 28— 
A bill to corttrol rabies proposed 
by the state Department of 
I Health was introduced into the 
! General Assembly today by 24 
representatives. 

The measure would: 

Require vaccination of all dogs 
over six months old and empower 
the Health Department to set up 
immunization centers and enforce 
confinement of dogs when nec¬ 
essary. 

Require that all persons bitten 
by dogs be reported to local 
health departments. 

Set up a fund of $30,000 to 
start the program, which would 
become self supporting after fis¬ 
cal 1954-99, through vaccination 
fees not to exceed $2 a shot. 

Provide for a fine or 30-day 
imprisonment — plus liability to 
persons bitten — for failure to 
have a dog vaccinated. 

Bill Proposes Control 
' Of Communicable TB 

FRANKFORT, Ky.. Feb. 1— 
An Administration bill seeking to 
effectively control the spread of 
communicable tuberculosis was 
offered in the House today by 
Majority Leader Harry King 
Lowman, Ashland. 

The measure. House Bill 149, 
is the second attempt by Health 
Commissioner Dr. Bruce Under¬ 
wood to secure tuberculosis legis¬ 
lation. A bill introduced in the 
1952 session would have made it 
a crime to have tubrculosis. That 
measur died in a House com¬ 
mittee. 

The bill would require afflicted 
persons, not patients in a hos¬ 
pital, to sleep in separate a bed, 
use separate eating and drinking

washcloths, have all cups, glas¬ 
ses, dishes, toilet artklea, towels, 
and washcloths M-usheU separate¬ 
ly from those used by other per¬ 
sons: cover his noee and mouth 
with tissue paper while coughing 
and sneezing and burn the spu¬ 
tum; avoid close contact with 
babies and small children; com¬ 
ply with other requirements es¬ 
tablished by rules and regula¬ 
tions of the state Board of Health 
for control of communicable tu¬ 
berculosis. 

The State Tuberculosis Kana- 
toria Commission would be au- 
' thorized to establish or designate 
facilities for compulsory qtiaran- 
' tine of persons who violate pro- 
’ visions of the bill.

D.A.R. Chapter To Mark Grave Of

Daughters of the American Revo¬ 
lution plans to mark the grave of 
another Revolutionary War sol¬ 
dier prominent in the early his¬ 
tory of Morgan county, early in 
the summer. 

The chapter will meet Monday 
evening, Feb. 8 at the home of 
Mrs. C. K. .Htacy, organizing re¬ 
gent, in West Liberty to set the 
date for the unveiling of a suit¬ 
able marker at the grave of 
Thomas Lewis near Pomp. 

T.ewis married Hannah Hop- 
kin.s in 1784 in Washington coun¬ 
ty, Virginia. He had served as a 
private in the Virginia troops 
during the Revolution. He moved 
to Kentucky in 1882 and in Sep¬ 
tember of that year enlisted and 
served two month* In Capt. John 
Downey’s company. Col. Barnett’s 
regiment, and was on General 


CTeorge Rogers Clark’s expedition 
to the falls of the Ohio. 

He moved to Morgan county 
sometime later and settled on the 
McClure farm on Licking near 
whetT Pomp now is. 

Lewis was the progenitor of the 
Lewis families in this area and is 
one of 14 Revolutionary soldiers 
buried in Morgan. 

Descendants of the Revolu¬ 
tionary soldier will be invited to 
participate in ceremonies at the 
unveiling of the marker, and 
relatives who would like to par¬ 
ticipate are asked to contact Mrs. 
Stacy or Mrs. Ova Amyx. regent 
of the chapter, Grassy Creek. 

The Morgan county chapter un¬ 
veiled a marker in the Old Grassy 
cemetery last June at the grave 
of Joseph Carter, .xr., another 
Revolutionary soldier who was 
prominent in the early history of 
Morynn county. 


STRIP MINING 
BILL OK’ED BY 
LEGISLATURE 

Elastern Kentucky 
, Opponents Given 
A Brief Hearing 

Beating down all opposition, the 
Wetherby administration rammed 
through its strip-mining bill in 
three legislative days, carrying It 
by the Senate 22 to 14 last Thurs¬ 
day and by the House 72-22 Tues¬ 
day. 

Intense opposition from coal in¬ 
terests in Eastern Kentucky fin¬ 
ally forced a public hearing before 
the .Senate last Thursday just 
before the tienate voted, but the 
House refused to permit public 
bearings on the bill, its speaker, 
Harry King Lowman declaring 
that there already had been suf¬ 
ficient discussion in the .Senate 
hearing. 

It places the strip mining of 
Kentucky coal under regulations 
to be administered by a strip¬ 
mining and reclamation commis¬ 
sion headed by the commissioner 
of conservation. 

Senate vote on the bill came af¬ 
ter noon recess following a 2-hour 
public hearing Thursday morning. 
Speaking in opposition to the 
measure were Senators Doug 
Hays, McDowell Democrat, and 
the minority floor leader, Homer 
E. Losey, Somer.set. Senators Ar¬ 
thur W. Grafton and C. W. A. 
McCann, Jefferson County Demo¬ 
crats, spoke in its support. 

Listening to the debate this 
morning and present for the vot¬ 
ing this afternoon was Governor 
Wetherby. 

Pressure Noted 

Senator Hays said that never in 
i his life had he seen so much 
pressure brought on the mem- 
I bers as there had been concerning 
this bill. 

Senator Losey charged that the 
bill would create unfavorable 
competition for Southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky strip-mine operators against 
the operators in Tennessee, which 
has no strip law. 

Senator McCann spoke in sup¬ 
port of the conservation aspect® 
of the bill, and Senator Moloney, 
who Introduced the bill, stated 
that the added cost to the in- 

■ dusry would not work unreason- 
. able hardabtp on coal strippers. 
. The Republican senatora voted 
I solidly against the bill, joined by 

■ six Democrats. 

At a two hour public hearing 
i J. Woodford Howard of Prestons- 
' burg, who explained that he is 
not a coal operator, two repre¬ 
sentatives of Western Kentucky 
stripping operations, and an East¬ 
ern Kentucky operator spoke in 
opposition to the bill. Speaking 
in its support were three State 
officials. 

Introduced by Senator Hays, 
his cousin, J. Woodford Howard, 
attorney and former State Sena¬ 
tor, stated the position taken by 
Eastern Kentucky operators op¬ 
posing the bill. 

Explaining that economic con¬ 
ditions in Eastern Kentucky, 
largely based on coal, are de¬ 
clining gradually, he said the coal 
industry in that area is being 
driven “above ground” in order to 
survive. 

He said that the provisions of 
the bill were "unrealistic” as they 
apply to his area because it is 
impossible to replace dirt after it 
is dumpied off mountain tops 
, where many of the coal seams 
I lie and because of the “absolute 
powers” to be vested in the pro¬ 
posed strip-mining and reclama¬ 
tion commission. He pointed out 
that strip mining is cheaper than 
underground mining.

The bill appropriates $5,000 for 
the rest of this fiscal year and 
$15,000 for each of the next two 
fiscal years, to a newly created 
.strip Mining and Reclamation 
Commission.

' be charged a basic fee of $50 plus 
! $10 an acre for all land affected

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KENTUCKY NEEDS NO McCARTHYISM 


No, Mr. Buckman, Kentucky doesn’t need 
any MoCarthyism. The Communist scare has been 
over-played by the Republicans for two years, 
now. And not a single Communist has been ar¬ 
rested or convicted of the alleged “hundreds that 
were lurking in every bureau in Washington.” 
The federal government has five sleuthing agen¬ 
cies to adequately take care of the Reds, and they 
can do a better job of finding them than Little 
Caesars like McCarthy. Kentuckians are pretty 
loyal Americans, and a Little smith Act for Ken¬ 
tucky would let many Little Caesars set them¬ 
selves up as judges to tell people what to do and 
what to think. Kentuckians don’t like to be told 
what to do, much less what to think. 

We note your bill identifies subversives as 
those who advocate, teach or aid in activities 
“intended to overthrow, destroy or alter” the 
constituted forms of national, state and political 
subdivisions of government “by force or vio¬ 
lence.” But Kentuckians still think this is a 
democracy and that they still possess the right 
of assembly and petition and protest. And Ken¬ 
tuckians sometimes protest quite violently. But 
they are not to be classed as Communists for 
that. No, we don’t need any witch hunts in 
Kentucky or any Little Caesars in Kentucky to 
say what protests are subversive and what are 
not. 


RASH ACT COULD CAUSE SUFFERING 


The Administration bill to require compulsory 
confinement up to six months of tuberculous 
persons who violate provisions of the state Board 
of Health regulations to control communicable 
t. b. was introduced in the House Monday. 

The bill stipulates the State Tuberculosis 
Sanatoria Commission would be authorized to 
"establish or designate” facilities for compulsory 
isolation of persons who violate the act’s provi- 


Kentucky has 1600 beds in tuberculosis hos¬ 
pitals and there are more than 7,500 known 
tuberculous persons in the state. If the bill be¬ 
comes law and is enforced, there would not be 
enough beds to care for those forcibly confined. 
The State’s six t. b. hospitals are now full and 
each has a waiting list. 

While there is a need to control the spread 
of t. b., the bill should not be passed until it is 
amended sq as to provide for “locked sections” 
with hosg>ital facilities and care equally as good 
as is provided in the other state t.b. hospitals. 

Placing sick people in “locked sections” with¬ 
out any stipulation of what conditions would 
exist in them and without the appropriation of 
adequate funds to provide the locked sections 
with proper hospital and nursing care poses 
dangers too great to take chances with. When 
sick people are locked up they too often are for¬ 
gotten. 


THE REDBUD TRAIL 


When the dictionary tells us about an Ameri¬ 
can caesalpiniaceous of the genus Cercis, we 
know with such a name there must be a corres¬ 
ponding greatness; when we reduce the fancy 
many-syllabled word to plain “redbud”, we find 
the vision of greatness in myriad minute blos¬ 
soms that make Kentucky hills a cloisonne 
of color i.i springtime, spreading fushia patches 
against muted browns and greens, accentuated 
here and there with creamy w'hite petals of the 
dogwood tree. 

The redbud tree is part and parcel of Ken¬ 
tucky’s spring, when skies are washed to clean 
clear blue and sun once again gilds hills and 
meadows with coin-gold brightness. 

The redbud tree and its companion, the dog¬ 
wood, flower simultaneously and abundantly in 
Kentucky. Most of us know the dogwood with 
its symbolic rusty nail prints, but not too many 
of us are familiar with the redbud tree as the 
.ludas tree. We are told that after Christ’s cru¬ 
cifixion on the cross of dogwood, .ludas, the 
traitor, hanged himself from a redbud tree, which 
then became known as the .ludas tree. To 
further the symbology, we are given to under¬ 
stand that Christ did not condemn .ludas, and 
possibly through the wonders of nature gives us 
- piftiire 'yf th<» brotherhood of man in its 

forgiving state. For side by s^e in the woods, 
bloom the dogwood and redbud. 

The gently sloping hills of Morgan county 
abound with the fushia flames of the redbud 
tree during its blossoming season. It has been 
said that we could begin at Louisville, pick up 
the redbud trail and follow this trail to Morgan 
county, so profuse is the blossom. 

Being so abundantly endowed with this col¬ 
orful fkrwering tree, we like to think that some 
day a highway will be named “The Redbud 
Trail,” that West Liberty clubwomen will put 
into actuality a plan they initiated a few years 
ago to make West Liberty the Redbud Town of 
the Mountains, and that proper authorities will 
proclaim redbud Kentucky’s state flower. 


Republican ousting of Kentucky's venerable 
A O. .><tanley from his long tenure as chairman 
of the U. 8 . Section of the International joint 
Commission to prevent disputes between the 
United states and Canada over boundary waters, 
may be of little import to youngsters but to many 
Kentuckians it revives nostalgic reminiscences of 
other days when old-style oiators held sway in 
Kentucky. 

Stanley, now 85, served Kentucky as Gover¬ 
nor, Congressman and senator before leaving 
Kentucky to serve on an international commis¬ 
sion. And he did his job so well that we here in 
Kentucky have heard little of him lately. But 
we remember him as one of the last old-time 
orators. 

For the education of the younger generation 
the Louisville Times went back in its files of 
1906 and fished out a sample of the Owsley 
Stanley oratory. 

The year was 1906 Mr. Stanley was repre¬ 
senting the old Second District in Congress. It 
had come to his attention that the farmers of his 
constituency were sorely afflicted by the low 
prices fixed for their leaf by the Tobacco Trust. 
Was he content to say that this was an abomin¬ 
ation in tljc sight of the Lord? No; he went 
further. 

He told the House; “There was not in all the 
world, nbt in the jungles of India, nor on Si¬ 
beria’s frozen plains, hi no pest-haunted, penury- 
cursed hole in the Orient, no Chinese coolie or 
San Domingo Negro in that fever-infested ge- 
henna of diseaso and death yonder in Panama, 
not on God’s footstool anywhere was there a 
living slave to penury or power so wretched or 
so poor as the Kentuckian on his native heath. 
Still blessed by fertile soil, the sunshine and the 
dew, but robbed of nature’s abundance and God’s 
goodness by the merciless machinations of the 
trust!” 

Now, youngsters, that was old-time oratory. 
And, it shook the nation and the Congress, and 
the Trust was never quite the same again.

We also have a lovely 
church service the Sunday night 
before Christmas. We had the 
usual turkey dinner with my par¬ 
ents and Mr. Buler’s mother. The 
boys were all excited, and just 
tore open one package after 
another. 

’They got a walkie-talkie set. 
Boy Scout cooking set. books, 
windup toys and tanks, pens and 
pencils, new car for their train 
set, and clothes. (’The clothes are 
the least exciting.) 

Your Christmas vacation was 
the same as ours, and now it is 
just about over. The boys and 
their Daddy put a big pole in the 
the backyard today and put up a 
basketlnll hoop. Do your boys 
play basketball? They have a 
Biddy League up here, and boys 
between the ages of 8 and 11 
play on teams every Thursday 
night. Every boy around here 
seems to have a basketball in his 
hands the minute he is home from 
school. They seem to like this 
' better than football. However, 
I baseball is the real favorite I be¬ 


lieve. and we also have a Little 
League of Baseball. This goes on 
all of June and July, so if Bob 
makes a team this year it means 
we will take our vacation in 
August again I’m not counting 
on getting to Kentucky on our 
vacation this year—but I am 
counting on coming down maybe 
the following year. I know this 
seems like forever to the children 
but it isn’t really. The time roils 
hy far too quickly to suit me 
I’m not getting as much done as 
I would like. 


The picture you sent me of the 
children and yourself is ' just 
wonderful. It is right in front of 
me now, and I fri I can talk 
right to you. I looked at the pic¬ 
ture to find Jean, Sue. Shirley 
and Edith—they had written me 
about the nice things they had 
made for me—and I'm trying to 
learn just who they are without 
looking on the back. They all 
seem to be so neat and nicely 
dressed and they are a fine look¬ 
ing group of boys and girls. I can 
see why you would be fond of 
every one of them. 

We arc going to try and get 
tickets to go and see the Ice Fol¬ 
lies tomorrow afternoon in Phila¬ 
delphia. Do you know what they 
are? If we do go, I will get a 
booklet and send it down to 3 rou. 
I am sure you would never see it 
around Lacey Creek as it only 
goes to the very biggest cities, as 
they have to have indoor arenas 
where they have big ice skating 
rinks. We are fortunate to live 
so close to a big city. 

Bob and I went in to the city 
Tuesday to buy him a school coat. 
We went into thc big store of 
Wanamakers. This is a whole 
city block and has 12 stories. In 
the center of the store is a large 
open court with the largest organ 
in the world. They were playing 
it when we got there, and it is 
magnificent. Their Christmas 
displays are, I believe, the most 
beautiful in the world. We have 
seen the stores in New York, but 
we still think our Philadelphia 
store is the most beautiful. I 
wish you could all see it. Many 
schools take their children in 
groups to see the Wanamaker 


store. It is quite famous. Along 
the street, they have about 12 . 
large windows. These are diffei-| 
ent every year, and we always' 
take the boys to see them. This 
year each window showed what 
Christmas was like in a differ -1 
ent country. The dolls ail move 
by electric, and are dressed in the 
most fabulous clothes. They have 
been working on these windows 
(in the blueprint stage; for three 
years, and this summer went to 
Europe to take pictures of the 
actual scenes they were going to 
use. 

The very prettiest window 
showed a Femch Pastry shop, 
with beautiful cookies and cakes, 
a little boy looking thru the < 
window and a baker washing t 
silver, with real water coming 
from the pump, and a lovely girl | 
doll decorating cookies. The col¬ 
ors, the glitter, and the loveliness ^ 
are impossible to describe.

For England. | 
there were the typical carolers. i 
and for the good old USA there 
was a window that looked just 
like your home and mine, with 
a Christm.is tree, packages, holly i 
and mistletoe, friends ai the door 
and all the hustle and bustle that! 
seems to go with our holiday. 

I do hope you can use your' 
imagination and see these beau -1 
tiful windows. I do wish there I 
were pictures I could send you, 
but they never publish pictures 
of these windows In the days 
before Christmas, many hun¬ 
dreds of people gather in the 
court, and at certain periods of 
the day they all sing carols with 
that wonderful organ. This is a, 
thrilling experience and adds so* 
much to^ the true meaning oi 
Christmas—the shoppers will take i 
tune to stop and sing, and for a I 
few minutes forget all the rush. 

If any of your friends ever get 
around Philadelphia, tell them to . 
be sure and visit this store, along 
with the Liberty Bell. Indepen¬ 
dence Hall and the Betsy Ross. 
House. 

Perhaps you would like to 
know what Santa Claus brought 
me—he was awfully good to us 
all this year. Well, 1 received 
bedroom slippers, slacks, wallet ‘ 
from Bob, earrings from John, 
perfume, stockings and blouses. 

But of all my gifts I think I am 
most proud of thc things from 
the I^cey Creek school—they 
represent lots of hard work, and 
you all gave a lot of your time to 
the making of them I do want 
to thank you all again.

REMINISUENl'EN 


(R> R. U. FergUBon. Dtngua, Ky.) 

To fill a request of publisher 
of the Courier, I shall endeavor 
to write some items which I hope 
will be of interest to a number of 
their readers. I was bom in 1876 
and have quite a vivid recollec¬ 
tion of many things that happen¬ 
ed since that time I shall give 
particular notation to achuol days 
and the difference then and now 

As I recall, the first teacher 
was Clabe Ward. The log school 
Itouse was on the head of .Middle 
Fork of Elk Fork, the farm of 
Leonard Holbrpok. .No floor, but 
dirt, with split seats—no back and 
wooden legs. 

My nait orotner, wUlia kergu- 
son. was one of my teachers at 
White Oak branch. We had the 
blue back spelling book. After 
we had spetled a half page, we 
would take it in notation and 
read a little. It came to pass that 
one scholar in reading hU piece 
had such an inspiring sentimental 
tone that I never did forget. Here 
was what he read and the way he 
spelled butter; "The farmer tells 
corn bv the bushel and barter bv 
thi* firkin" 

Henry Barker was one of my 
In.itructors at Falrvlew school at 
thc head of .Middle Fork. 

We had McGuffry’s iKwka. The 
Holbrooks. Co.xes and others 
memorized the lesson until the 
teacher wanted to see if they 
didn’t spell the entire lessoa. My 
brother, J M Fe^uson, made a 
speech there tn 1892 commemor¬ 
ating the discovery of America in- 
1492. 

Other teachers were T. E. Ly- 
klns, Tom spears, Owen RamRy 
and my brother, F M Ferguson, 
who served as one of the exam¬ 
iners under the superintendent of 
schools. Professor Willie Barker. 
Professor Barker attended the last 
day of school on Williams Creek, 
accompanied by Professor Clark 
Mr. Barker In introducing Mr 
Clark for a speech, said he was 
single and he alto said there was 
a number of hills between him 
and his wife. 

The schools would usually close 
with a march. Kcholars and oth¬ 
ers from different places would 
come by fisit or hors* back to 
swell the crowd. 

The boy and girl, big or little, 
was considered lucky to march 
with his or har favorite No high 
school. Plenty of bad roads. The 
only credit to make was by hard 
study. When the eighth grade 
was completed, to qualify for a 
teacher your oiily cr^it was from 
what you knew. There were first, 
second and third grade certifi¬ 
cate* Issued, the better the grade, 
the more it paid. 

Permit me to give a brief out¬ 
line concerning the manner of 
worship with the different con- 
giegaiiuns that i have had the 
good pleasure of associating with. 

Mrs. Ejisterlmg in her inter¬ 
esting letter, writes about at¬ 
tending church in a sugar orch¬ 
ard on Williams Creek. That was 
on the farm now owned by Den- 
nle .Mullens of Elamton P O. It 
has been about 40 yean since 
Elder Caleb spencer and i were 
in the funeral of Elisha Burke's 
wife at that place Rev. spencer 
had for his text, “Tell my people 
that their warfare Is over. 

In writing these few line* I 
hope it may be the means if pos¬ 
sible of harmonizing the differ¬ 
ence between loven of old songs 
and the new, as I was raised on 
both. The old songs have been 
and are still being sung hy dif¬ 
ferent churchn very freiiuently 
the minister who introduces the 
service will line the song or have 
it done, saying it ta suited to 
either common or long meter. 

At a certain meeting, the intro¬ 
duction being completed, the song 
was billed and the congregation 
standing, the preacher lined his 
song and said, “Suited to common 
meter, Brother Peter ” Brother 
Peter says, “Starter, brudder.” 

After they went on their knees 
and prayer until they were bless¬ 
ed direct from heaven. After the 
preaching was over, an old fash¬ 
ioned handshake and shout in¬ 
cluding a weleuiiie invitation to 
go home to enjoy a bountiful 
repast.

To get most food value, cook 
potatoes in their jackets by boil¬ 
ing. When peeling potatoes, keep 
the putatues thin, as much of the 
food value is directly underneath.

We have passed through a rather trying year 
and a great many people who stepped out on the 
threshold of 1953 did not finish that year. Many 
people who started out in 
1953 with high hopes had 
them all broken before the 
year ended. Many people 
who were seeking to win 
quit before they won. And 
so, in this 1954 the same 
thing is going to happen; a 
lot of people are starting 
With high glee, with a great 
deal of joy and expectation 
that may not come out as 
they icem to be tht.~ikt.-.g 
it will do it now. I believe it is rather important 
when we come to the end of an old year and we 
begin to remember that we are stepping across 
the threshold into a new year. The old ship 
that we sailed on through 1953 is now being left 
behind and on that old ship we have found a lot 
of things that were pleasant and fine and good 
and of eteri.ul value, but we have had a lot of 
things on that that were not what we ought to 
have had and it becomes our business to begin 
to segregate and clear up and clean up the things 
that ought to be cleaned out by the time we 
be^lr. a new year. We had 365 days of rich ex¬ 
perience, we tested a lot of things that we found 
were not true, we found some things that we did 
not expect to find, we found some friends per¬ 
haps that failed us but we have tested others 
that stood true. 

So, we begin to get ready to step out on the 
threshold of 1954 and there are a few things that 
I think ought to be considered. First, what are 
we going to leave on the old ship? It is impor¬ 
tant that we leave some things. And I would 
like to ask you—what are you going to bring on 
the new? Are you going to take over some 
things that ought to be left? Are you going to 
carry with you some hates, malice? Ar-» you 
going to bring some fears along with you? What 
are you going to do? And, in beginning this I 
thought to say to you in this fashion—regardless 
of what the year has and whatever the battles 
may be and however steep the mountains and 
the hills may become I want to assure you in all 
that I know that there is no such thing as you 
failing, if you do not get off the right road. If 
you will leave behind you those things as they 
become antiquated and worthless and will use 
what you have that is good and fine and put 
your best into it b.vi faith in God and faith in 
humanity there is no reason for your not winning 
sumewhere, sometime. Now it may be rather 
long and the battle may be very severe, but don’t 
forget that man can never be defeated until he 
quits. And when he quits, if he only knew it, 
there will be no reason for his quitting. Why Is 
It that most of us quit? Why do we fail any¬ 
how?

If I had one thing that I could exhort you to 
leave behind it would be your fears. I am not 
just talking when I say that because I believe 
that everyone of us has in us by the grace of God 
the sufficiency to live a life that is unafraid. 
Now I do not mean that there are not things that 
we should be very careful about and there are 
transgressions that we should be afraid to make, 
there are laws that we should be afraid to vio¬ 
late and that is nothing but the truth. But I am 
not talking about that kind of fears that are 
imagined, fears that we conjure up in our own 
mind, the kind that disturb us and make us un¬ 
equal to the hour and sap us of our energy and 
take away from us our strength. Those are the 
fears I wish you would leave behind. When 
Jesus told us in His gospel that perfect love casts 
out fear He said something that I would to God 
we could understand. I believe that some of us 
know something about fear and love. I have 
seen people in love, just in love with another 
person, a boy with a girl or a girl with a hoyr I 
have seen them when they had more things con¬ 
fronting them than you can ever imagine. They 
had a thousand things that looked bad and they 




nad very little that they could count on, but yam 
know they just did not fear, they just were not 
afraid. They tackled their job, tliey just did not 
think of the fact that they could not win be¬ 
cause they had their hearts filled with love. , 

Some of you are going to say, “But the trouble 
is I am not in love right now like I was then.** 
Well, why not? Do you mean that life hat be¬ 
come so drab that you are not in love with life? 
Do you mean that there is nothing in the world 
that challenges you until it stirs your devotioD 
and drives out your fears and you tackle it ia 
spite of its danger? Have you come to that 
state? Are you afraid that you cannot make it? 

I liave seen enough in my life to know that 
you can win in most anything you undertake if 
it is worthy and worthwhile and you put all you 
have into it with a love impelling force. I be¬ 
lieve that sincerely. I know that I have beea 
tempted a thousand times to quit. There were 
times in my early davs when I traveled a long 
way to school and came weary in the late evening 
hours and came inside the little home, so tired 
that I could hardly make it, that I have leaned 
up against a tree and said, “Lord, how long win 
I have to toil and struggle life this?" Oh, I could 
have quit, and 1 was tempted to quit. I looked 
around and I saw another boy and the things 
were hard and the road was rough; he followed 
along and we ran side by side and then after 
while I looked again and he was back and further 
back; then the next thing the news came that he 
had quit. I have heard from some of those boys 
in these later years but none of them have come 
to me with any feeling of exhilaration or joy that 
they did quit. They had a lot of things to tempt 
them, a lot of things to destroy faith, e lot of 
things to tire their muscles and their sinews but 
they did not have to quit. They paid an awful 
price for the quitting. They took the easy road 
and it was not as easy as they thought. I had a 
letter from one of those old friends not many 
years ago in which he was lamenting the fact 
that he quit, and was sorry that in this day he 
was in that predicament of life, feeling that he 
had failed, that he had done nothing for his fel- 
lowman, that real peace and joy had escaped 
him. He was lamenting it. 

How about it when we grow ill? Must we 
try to get well? When we are fru.strated, and I 
meet a lot of frustrated minds, even among 
young people today, so fnistrated they don’t 
know what to do and they bite their fingernails 
and just get in a dither and they say they cannot 
take it—wliat about that attitude? Are they go¬ 
ing to quit? Sometimes it is a goad thing to just 
know that you can fight. Now I do not like a 
fight, in the sense that a lot of Westerners talk 
about It, but I do not mind fighting for something 
that is worthwhile. The fact of the business is 
it is joy to struggle for something if you know 
it is worthwhile, even though the battle is so 
difficull. 1 kiiuw it is hard to drive for an edu¬ 
cation when you have to work every inch of it 
and there is nothing coming. 1 know that it is 
hard to go twenty-four hours a day sometimes 
when you do not see much results. 

But in the year 1954 just leave your fears on 
the old ship, will you; seal them up there and 
put them in cellophane and say there you stay— 
I am not afraid because I have all that God gave 
me and I have God besides. Why should I quit? 
I would say again to you at the beginning of 
this new year that too often just about the time 
we are going to win and the victorj’ is so close 
we quit. I do not know why we do it. I ran 
across this poem that strikes me; I like it; I want 
to share it with you.

A few weeks back we men¬ 
tioned four things that seemed 
important in 1954 in overcoming 
th^ set-back resulting from re¬ 
cent drouths in Kentucky. They 
were the re-establishmcnt of pas¬ 
tures, the reduction of production 
costs, maintaining breeding herds 
and adequate financing. Almost 
every month we mention ferti¬ 
lizers and pastures but seldom 
have we discussed CREDH* in 
this column, ombablv because 
space is too limited to cover it 
even meagerly. At this time farm 
credit sems so important that the 
entire column will be used to dis¬ 
cuss it 

CAPITAL, along with MAN¬ 
AGEMENT and LABOR, are rec¬ 
ognized as the three essentials of 
production. Modem farming re¬ 
quires a tremendous amount of 
capital. Studies show that al¬ 
most twice as much investment 
Is needed to efficiently employ 
one man on the farm as it does in 
a factory. Few farmers, large or 
small, own enough capital to op¬ 
erate efficiently without borrow- 
so today credit is considered an 
essential farm tool. In 1352 Ken¬ 
tucky farmers borrowed almost 
70 million dollars in non-real es¬ 
tate loans, 52 million of which 
were furnished by commercial 
banks.

This is notinw 
for farmers to spend for non-es¬ 
sentials. 

e. Plan and act to live within 
your income. Produce all you can 
for your family and farm needs 
and diversify your farm produc¬ 
tion. Have more than one impor¬ 
tant source of income.
